The discussion so far had 
taken place touching the Land Commission Re^rt. If T 
should be precluded from discussing the said Report, I do 
confine myself to the notification and do not deal with the 
Report. The notification is based on the Land Commission 
Report iteelf and it is impossible not to refer to it even while 
confining myself to tihe notification. But still, if the hon. 
Speaker gives a ruling in this respect that only the notifi- 
cation should be discussed, I will stick to that alone.
